- Nowthen preſſor friends comming towards 
him, and when thry lift up their eyes a far off, they 
knew bim not,cc. Aﬀiiction may lo alter the out- 
ward face of things and friends, that ancicnt ac- 
quaintance may not know them. Upon this, they 
fate down with him upon the ground,&*#c. 
| The ſumme of what is now read-unto you,is 
the ſympathy of 7obs friends in the time of his ca= 
lamityzand from it we may obſerve this point, 
That it 3s the part of true friends and brethren, 
to ſympathize and fellow-feele with theirbrethron 
and friends when the hand of: God is upon then. 
For thus, you ſee, did obs three friends here 
doe, and they performed a.very brotherly office 
of lovein ſo doing.”

When the naturall body 
of Chriſt was to ſuffer, hee ſaid to his friends, 
Weepe wt for mee, but wgepe for your ſelves ;, but 
when his myſticall body ſuffers, hee exp=Cts that 
wee ſhould not weepe ſo much for our (clves as 
for him, 
Nay , David \ympathizeth with his very ene- 
mie3 3 As forme when they were ficke,my clothing was

T behaved my ſelfe as though hee had beene my friend 
or brother , I bowed downe heavily asone that mour- 
wed\for his Mother, Plalme 35. 13, 14. Whence 
Wee gather, what our affections and behaviours 
ought to bee for our friends, brethren, and Mo- 
ther,in their diſtreſſle. Yea, which is yet more, 
wee finde one- wicked man fellow-feeling with 
another, Abaziab, a wicked King went downe 
to vilite wicked 7oram the fon of Ahab, becauſe 
hee was ſicke, 2 King. 8.27.29. And both God 
and his Church and Children will complaine 
in the want of this brotherly affection. Among 
all her Lovers, faith Zrremy; ſhe: hath none to com- 
fort ber, Lam. 1. 2. It was indeed Jeryſalemws mi-

Which we (cein Rrx/alems Complaint, 
for want of pity from her Lovers, and Tobs ( at 
laſt ) from his rriends. Now ir 15 the part of 
friznds and fe)lowes to beare one anothers bur- 
dens. Yea itis of the Law of Chriſt, which is the 
Law of Love. And ſur: ly ita.man doth but ſee 
his horſe over-burd-ned, hee will run preſcntly 
2nd lightenthe loade that is npon him. -

Laſtly, It is aneaſie ſervice of Love, It coſt 
Tobs friends but little to come and beſtow their 
teares and their ſorrowes upon him, What can a 
friend doeleſlſe ? true friendſhip and brother- 
hood goes further,it will.nay it muſt, if need be, 
lay downe its.life for the. brethren.

Before I come to the maine uſe which I ayme 
at,l will ſpeake a few words, by way of Infor- 
mation, to ſhew how farre they are from being 
friends or brethren, whoare ready to rejoyce at 
the afflictions and miſeries of others. A right E- 
domitiſh quality ; for Edox rejoyced over the 


children of 1#dah in the day of theirdeftruCtion, 


and ſpake proudly inthe day of their diſtreſle : 
and theſe were a curſed generation. And indeed 
the Pſalmiſt implyes it to bee a property of ab- 
zefs thus todoe : In mine adverſity they rejoyced, 
and gathered themſelves together , the abjeFs 
(#. e. the calt-wayes) gathered hemchor toge- 
ther. And it is commonly obſerved , that men 
and women whohave turned Witches,and been 
in league with the devill , thereby to doe mi(- 
chiefe, are never givenover ſotodoe, till the 

begin to haye ag evill eye, which grieveth at the 


proſperity, 
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proſperity,and rejoyceth at the miſery of others. 
Hence Witchcraft is deſcribed by an evill eye. 


I know not what eye hath bewitched my Neſcis qi 


young Lambes. And when any are bewitche 


 mihi faſcinat 


it is aphraſe of ſpeech among many to ſay, they ag. 


are over-ſeene,z.e, lookt upon with a malicious 
eye. Nay, it is the property of the devi)l to bee 
thus affected. Mans proſperity is his paine,and 
mans adverlity his rejoycing, as wee lee in 70b3: 
neither is there ( ſcarce. ) any thing that doth 

more import the ſeed of the Serpent in a man, 

thenthis ſame #/aaza%iz, rejoycing in the evill 

and miſery of another. lt is then the property 

of Edomites,abjects, witches and devills, to re- 

joyce in the miſery that befalleth others. And 

thonghTam notableto charge any of you with 

this curſed affection, yetTI doe wiſh you to looke 

into your owne hearts ; for this I am ſure; here 
areſtrong temptations ſometimes, leading to- 

wards itin this Land , which when they meete 
with an heart voyd of grace , muſt needs ſtirre 
up the diſpoſitioninit, and not only emulations 
and envyings, but witchcraft it ſelfe-15a worke of 
the fleſh, 


Butthe uſe that I doe principally intend , is Gal-5.19. 20, 


of Exhortation to you all; as you defire to ap- 
prove your ſelves the true friends and brethren 
of your deare Country-men in old Ezg/and, to 
condole with them this day in their afflitions. 
Tobs friends,” you ſee, did it for him ſeven dayes 
and ſeven nights,#,e, many dayes. O let us doe it 
then this one day; atleaſt, for theſe.

tation and ſackecloth at our'hands. '  . . 

--: When Artaxerxes ſaid unto Nehemiah, hy 
is thy countenance ſad , ſeeing thou art not ſicke 2 
Have you not read the anſwer ? Why ſhould not 
my countenance be ſad, when the City , the place of 
wy Fathers ſepwchres lyes waft., & the gates there- 
ofare conſumed with fire £ Why 2 Nehemiah was 
well enough ateaſe, he had honour, and power, 
and fayour,and pleaſure enough, and being the 
Kings Cup-bearery hee had Wine enough of all 
forts-at his command ,' which maketh glad che 
heart of man. ' But what is all this not tocloud 
hiscountenance , and to- overcuſtit with griefe 
and ſorrow. when the City.'of his Fathers was 
layd waſt, and theigatss thereof confumed with 

35:64 fire? 
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fire ? Thus beloved,ifour comforts weretreblc 
to what they are this day, yet cou!d it not but 
much abate the {weeuv:t]z of them, to:confider 
whatdiſtreſſes m2 yiiiv at this tim= upon our na- 
tive Countrey, for cu tht wee know, and have 
too juſt cau': to feare. When the Arke and Iſrael 
and Judah abode 1; : ents, and F-ab ind his men 
wereencamped inthe open ficld-, 32h tooke * 
no comfort in his beautifull wite , nor 19 his 
houſe,nor 1n his meate and drinke. 

Let us therefore, | beſcech you, lay aſidethe 
thoughts of all our comforts this day, and let us 
faſten our eyes upon the calamities of our bre- 
threnin old Engl .nd, calamities, at leaſt, immi- 
nent calamities dropping,{words that have hung 
a long time over their heads by a twine thread, 
judgements long lince threatned as foreſeene by 
many of Gods Meſſengers in the cauſes, though 
not foretold by a Spirit prophetically guided ; 
heavy judgements inall probability, when they 
fall, if they are notfallen already. And not to 
looke upon the occaſions given on the on2 (ide 
or the other, betweene the two Siſter Nations ; 
($it<r Nations ? ah, the word woundeth, ) let 
us looke this day ſimply on the event, a ſade- 
vent in all likelihood, the dividing of a King 
trom his Subjects, and him from them , their 
mutunall taking up of Armes in oppoſition and 
defeace 5 th- conſequznces, eventhe gloomy 
2n1 da:k: conſcquences thereof, ar: killing and 
{lyyta2,and ſaciiag and buruing, 1nd robbing, 
and rifiag,curiing and blaſphzming,Sc

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If you ſhould but ſee Warre deſcribed to yeu 
tna Map, eſpecially in a Countrey well knowne 
toyou, nay dearely beloved of you, where you 
drew your firſt breath, where once, yea where 
lately youdwelt, where you have received ten 
thouſand mercies,and have many a deare friend 
and Countrey-man and kinſ-man abiding, how 
could you but lament and mourne ? 

Warre is the conflict of enemiesenraged with 
bloody revenge, wherein the partics oppoſite 
carry theirlives in their hands, every man tur- 
ning prodigall of his very heart blood, and wil- 
ling to be killed to kill. The inſtruments are cla- 
_ {words,ratling ſpeares, skul-dividing Hol- 
berds,murthering pieces, and thundering Can- 
nons,from whoſe mouthes proceed the fire, and 
{mell,and ſmoake,and terrour, death, as it were, 
of the very bottomleſle pit. Wee wonder 
now and then at the ſudden death of a man-alas, 

7ou might there ſee a: thouſand men not onely 
ealthy, but ſtout and ſtrong, ſtruck dead in the 
twinckling of an eye, their breath exhales with- 
out ſo much as, Lord have mercy upon vs. Death 
heweth'its way thorow a wood of men in a mi- 
nute of time from the mouth of a murderer, tur- 
ning aforreſt into a Champion ſuddenly 3 and 
when it hath uſed theſe to ſlay their oppoſites, 
they are recompenced with thelike death them- 
ſelves. O the ſbrilf eare-piercing clangs of the 
Trumpets, noiſe of Druqur, the animatmg vayces of 
Horſe _—_— and Commanders , learned and lear- 
wing to deſtroy ! There is the mndaunted Horſe wy 
neck 
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weck js clothed with thunder , ana the glory of whoſe 
noſtrills is terrible 5 how doth bee lye pawing and 
praunſing in the valley , going forth to m«cte the ar- 
med men £ he mocks at feare, ſwallcwing the ground 
with flerceneſſe and rage.and [aging among the t1 um- 
pets, Haz Hayhee ſmels the battell a far off, the thun- 
der of the Captaines and the ſhouting. Here ride 
ſome dead men (wagging in their deepe ſaddles; 
there fall others alive upon their dead Horſes ; 
death ſends a meſlage to thoſe from the mouth 
of the Muskets, theſe it talkes with face to face, 
and ſtabs them in the fift rib : In yonder file 
there is a man hath his arme ſtruck off from his 
ſhoulder, another by him hath loſt hislegz here 
ſtands a Soldier with halfe a face, there fights 
anotherupon his ſtumps, and at once both kils 
and is killed;not far off lies a company wallow- 
ing in their (weat and goare 3 ſuch a man whilſt 
he chargeth his Musket is diſcharg'd ofhis life, 
and falls upon his dead fellow, Every battell 


of the warriour is with confuſed noiſe and gar- 15.5. 6. 


ments rouled in blood. Death reignes in the 
field, and is ſure to have the day which (ide ſoe- 
ver falls.In the meane while (O formidable ! ) 
the infernall fiends follow the Campe to catch 
after the ſoules ofrude nefarious ſouldiers (ſuch 
as are commonly men of that calling ) who 
fight themſelves feareleſly into the mouth of 
hell for revenge, a booty, or a little revenue, 
How thicke and three-fold doe they ſpeed one 
another to deſtruQion? A day of battell is a day

I have read, Iremember, in dicerdi cr 
Lucan » of warres betweene Ceſar and Pompey **. #r4uxit 
worſe then civill : and ſuch eſpecially are mu- pe 
tining warres, when there is little truſt to either mubes: p:u- 
ſide, and friends are ſcarce knowne from foes, 7" © 
but all things are filled with conjurations, trea- 
cheries,diſtractions,faCtions, feares, ſuſpitions, 
tumults, combuſtions,ſpoylings,&c. The Lord 

be mercifull to old Exglaxd, as hitherto hee hath 

beene, yea more then to any Land this day un- 

der the Sunne, which indeed heightneth its ſins 

above the Sunne,and makes it more ſinfull then 

any Land at thistime in the whole World, inſo- 
much,that we cannot but yeeld that there are no 

warres that England: ſinnes have not deſerved. 

Let us therefore feare the worſt at this preſent 
in behalfe of our deare Countrey-men(conſfide- 

ring alſo what ill tydings we have heard thence) 

that nothing, as wee doubt, but a miracle of di-

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vine power and mercy can preſerve them from 
the miſeries of the devouring ſword. I remem- 
ber what the auxiliaries of Egypt ſaid intheir 
diltreſſe, Ariſe, and let us goe againe unto our peo- 
ple , and to the Land of our Nativitie from the op- 
preſſing ſword 5, but it wee were nowunder that 
milery,[ doubt it would be in vaine for us to ſay 
the like. But that which wee are now called un- 
toyis brotherly Compaſiion, and to doe the part 
of Tobs friends in my Text, to ſit aſtoniſhed, as 
at the crying finnes, foat the feared forrowes of 
our Countrymen, for in all probability , their 
oriefe1s very great. 

Tothisend,youmay think a while upon theſe 
particulars. 

Of our civill relation to that Land , and the 
Inhabitants therein. There is no Land that 
claimes our name, but Eze/aud, wee are diſtin- 
owſhed from all the Nations in the World by 
the name of Exgl;ſh. There is no Potentate 
breathing, that wee call our dread Soveraigne, 
but King C KH AKLES ,, nor Lawes of any 
Land bavecrvilized us, but England 3 there is 
no Nation that calls us Countrey-men, but the 
Exeliſh. Brethren | Did wee not there draw in 
our firſt breath ? Did not the Sunne firſt ſhine 
there upon our heads ? Did not that Land firft 
bearens,cven that pleaſant Ifland. bur for finne, 
I would ſay, that Garden of the Lord, that Pa- 
radiſe ? 

Withall , let us thinke upon our naturall re- 
lations to many in that Land. Some of you, I

ſinne to bee voyd of naturall aft:Ctions : nature 


wrought in 4braham, as wellas grace , when Gen. 14. 


his nephew Lot was taken captive by the foure 
Kings. 

But which is more, let us remember, how 
( for many of us ) wee ſtand inafpirituall rela- 
tion tu many , yea very many in that Land. 
The ſamethreed of grace is ſpunnethorow the 
hearts of all the godly under Heaven, Such a 
one there, is thy ſpirituall Father , hee begot 
thee in Chriſt Jeſus thorow the Golpell , and 


there thou haſt (pirituall Brethren and Siſters **'*- 5 


and Mothers. O there ismany a ſweet, loving, 
humble, heavenly ſoule in that Land, in whoſe 
boſome Chriſt breathes by his bleſſed Spirit 
every day, and ſuch as I hope wee ſhall ever 
loveat the remote(\t diſtance , were it from one 
end ot the Earth unto the other. Why, they are 
bone of our bone,and fl-ſh of our fleſh in Chriſt, 
nearer by farre then friends, and kindred, oh 
let their forrowes be our ſorrowes,and their mi- 
ſeries ours- 

Beſides theſe relations, civill, naturall, ſpiri- 
tuall, lt us thinke upon the ſpeciall tyes and 
engagements that many there have upon us. 
Among your friends there, whether naturall or

whom you prizeabovethereſt, O if you could 
but ſee them., your ſoules would hardly ſtay 
within your bodies for running forth to meete 
them3 Atleaſt, you ryould ſtrive to incorporate 
your ſelves into them by the cloſeſt embraces. 
Alas, theſe now, perhaps,are weeping in their 
ſecret places, theſe are now {itting with Job a- 
mong the aſhes, If you could but ſee the expreſ- 
ſions of their ſorrowes, and heare their preſent 
ſpeechesand complaints 3 and how they, their 
wives, and little ones doe fit and lament to- 
gether, it may bee ſome of them in expectation 
of daily death, and how they faſt and pray, and 
afflict their ſoules,or how, peradventure, they 
wiſhthemſelvesat this very inſtant with us ; 'O 
you would weepe and cry, and melt away into 
teares of ſorrow, 

Tothis, adde the Conſideration of the many 
mercies, heapes of rich and precious mercies, 
twenty,yea thirty and forty yeares mercies, and 
to ſome more, which wee have there received ; 
eſpecially ſoule-mercies. There the light ofthe 
glorious Goſpell of Chriſt Jeſus firſt ſhined forth 
unto thee 3 there firſt thou heardſthis pleaſant 
voyce 3 there did his good Spirit firſt breath 
wpon thine heart 3 there didſt thou firſt beleeve 
and repent, and amend thy lewd wayes. And 
never wastherea Land,TIthink, ſince Chriſt and 
his Apoſtles left the World, ſo richly bleſtin 
converts, or that ever brought forth ſuch and 
ſo many worthies jgnto the World. Yet there 
now ( alas indeed, where ſooner, when finne 
aboundeth? ) 


for old Englands Feares: 
aboundeth? ) doth Judgement begin/to reigne, 
as we may greatly feare? 

Oris it not meete that we ſhould bearea part 
with them in their ſorrowes, who have borne 
a part with them in their ſinnes? How wee con- 
ferred ſo many linnes as wee have done to ſpeed 
on theirconfuſion, and ſhall wee beſtow no ſor- 
row on them?Shall wee not helpe to quench the 
fire with our teares, that wee have kindled with 
our finnes ? O cruell / How know wee but that 
the Lord is at this inſtant viſiting our tranſgreſ- 
lions there ated , which polluted the Land ? 
Beloved, did wee not commit there ten thou- 
ſand millions of ſinnes and more among{t us du- 
ring our aboad there ?There,O there, wee play- 
ed the ungodly Atheiſts, there it was wee halted 
betweene God and Baa!, {ware by the Lord and 
by Malchom, were neither hot norcold ; there 
ſome of us blaſphemed the dreadfull name of 
the ever blefſed Gad , polluted his Sabbaths, 
deſpiſed his meſſengers , contemned his holy 
wayes, prophaned and abuſed his mercies, and 
his good creatures, ran- with others tothe ſame 
excelle of riot, &c. And how ever ſome may 
fay, they have repented hereof, yet little doe 
they know what evill examples they have left 
there behind to fill up the meaſure both of fin & 
wrath,lfthy ſinnes committed there bee pardo- 
ned, yetthy finnes may bee puniſhed , like asa 
Father may be ſpared,and yet his childrenexe- 

cuted. 


Thy finnes, O man, have begotten many fins 
there : 
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there ; thereis many a formaliſt, and many a 
conformitant the more for thee,as indeed | feare 
there is for mee. Alas, how have they kept on 
ſfrning upon our examples ? Anothers drun- 
hennclhe have begotten many a drunkard there, 
as anothers ſpirituall cowardize many a Nicode- 
mite, and anothers Lukewarmneſlſe many a 
Laodicean, Now, doe weefeare that the Lord is 
gone torth this day to call that Lund toan ac- 
ccunt, and to vilite for theſe and the like abo- 
o inations, and isthis nothing untous ? Shall 
men be ſlaine for our finn=s,and we afford them 
no ſcerrow ? What ? ſhall the old Prophet 
in Bethel riſe up in ju-lgcment againſt us ? for 
when hee had (laive the man of Gud by his ly- 
ivg and Ci(l-mbling to kim, hee yet mourned 

: King.13-3% and lamented over him , ſaying, Alas my Bro= 
ther. Ah, my tiicnds and brethren, l:tus doe 
the likes our ſinnes have flaine, perhaps by this 
time,a licile Army of men, what can wee leſle 
then lament over them, ſaying, Als, Alas, our 
Brethren | Surely, wee in this Land bave great 
cauſe to doe as wee doe this day, it for noother 
reſpect, yet for this 3 for wee have done enough 
and enough to overwhelme old Ergland with 
the Wrath of God 3 that our hearts at this time 
could bee but over-ſhadowed with a Cloud of 
ſorrow | 

Againezlet us ſuppoſe that things were even 

now turned end for end, and that wee were this 

day in diſtreſſe,and thoſe our brethren in peacez 

I am confident , that they would condole with 

us, 
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us, yea and'powre out many a prayerfor us : for 
they did as much, I know, when this Land lay 
ſometimes under dearth, another time when 
the Indians rebelled, a third, when the mon- 
{trons opinions prevailed. And how have they 
alwayes liſtened after our welfare, ebbing and 
flowing in their afteCtions with us > How doe 
they (I meane all this while, multitudes of well 
affefted perſons there) talke of New-England 
with delight ! How much nearer Heaven doc 
ſome ct their charities account this Land , then 

any other place they heare of in the world? Such 

is their good opinion of us ! How have ſome a- 

mong them defired todye, if they might not be 

vouchſafed to live in this Land ? An41when 

ſometimes a New+Engl;nd man returnes thither, 

how ts hee lookt'uapon , lookt after, received, 

entertained, the ground he walks upon beloved 
for his ſake, and the houſe held the better where 

hee is ? howare his words liſtened to, laid up, 

and related frequently when hee 1s gone ? ne1- 

ther is any love or kindnefſe held too much for 
ſuch a man. 

Nei: het let this be forgotten , that of all the 
Chriſtian people this day in the World, weein 
this Land enjoy the greateſt meaſure of peace 
and tranquillity. Wee have beaten our ſwords 
into plough-ſhares and our ſpeares into pruning 
hookes, when others have beaten their pruning 
hookes tato ſpeares, and thcir plough- ſhares in- 


to (words. And now, as Mzjes {ayd to the Reu- | 
benites and the Gadites . Shall your breibren goe \
